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CIRCULAR LETTER.—Atthe request 
of Prof. Alexander McIver, Superin- 
vendent of Public Instruction, we 
publish the following circular letter 
to the County Board of Education: 

‘By the Constitution of the State, 
the County Commissioners, wiio con- 
stitute the County Board of Educa- 
tion, have supervision and control of 
the public schools in their respective 
counties. 


SCHOOL FUNDS. 


The law appropriates annually 
seventy-five per cent. of the entire 


| State and county capitation taxes,a 


property tax of 8} cents on the hun- 
dred dollars worth of all property and 
credits in the State, all taxes on auec- 
tioneers and licences to retail spiri- 
tuous liquors, and the income from 
the permanent school fund, for the 
support and maintenanceof free pub- 
lic sehools. If this money is proper- 
ly and ecunomicaily applied, it will 
be sufficient to maintain a free public 
sciool from two to three months in 
the State. 

If this fund with any balance, 
which may remain in the hands of 
the county Treasurer, shall be insuf- 
ficient to maintain schools four 
months, the law makes it the duty 
of the County Commissioners to levy 
aulnually a special tax to supply. the 
deficiency. ‘The question ot the levy 
and collection of such additional tax, 
however, be submutted to the 
vole of the electors of the county. Li 
in any county the vote is against the 
additional tax, the only seaool fai: 
in such county will be that Wirici 
iheaaw has absolutely prov.dcad as 
mentioned,

R1cHMOND, March 13.—TheSenate 
branch: of the General Assembly, in 
which the bill providing a new char- 
ter for Petersburg originated, to-day, 
by a vote of 25 to 13, sustained Gov. 
Kemper's veto. The debate was 
most heated and exciting. The 
s hes of the Corservative friends 
of the’ bill being denunciatory in the 
extreme of the Governor’s action, 
while other Conservatives as warmly 
sustained him. The Petersburg pa- 
pers of to-day devote whole columns 
to severe criticism and invective. 
The Landmark and Virginian,of Nor- 
fulk, also have’ severe editorials 
agsinst the Governor. The Whig 
and Enquirer, of this city, deprecate 
the veto, while the Richmond Dis- 
patch sustains the Governor. If the 
charter had gone into effect the mu- 
nicipal government of Petersburg 
would have been virtually transfer- 
red from Republicans to Conserva- 
tives.

The flesh 
was torn from one shoulder, and the 
shroud covered with blood. When 
Mr. Coggswell saw what a terrible 
fate his wife had met, he fell sense- 
less across the coffin, and has been a 
raving maniac ever since
